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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument(s) presented in the Request for 
Reconsideration is a reiteration of previous argument(s) that the examiner has clearly responded to and does not convincingly teach 
otherwise. The cited portions of the Tso reference not only suggests the element of "wherein said reply e-mail includes said at least on 
or more portions of said received e-mail", but also clearly teaches the claimed limitation. The applicant(s) argument in response to the 
Final Office Action has left out a critical cited portion of the reference teaching this limitation, specifically, col. 2, lines 63-64: "or a portion 
of a received text message". Furthermore, Tso teaches of overcoming the objective of replying to messages with limited keystrokes (s e 
entire reference and specifically col. 6, lines 25-33) which clearly and inherently suggest contrary to the applicant(s) argument that Tso 
does, not use portions of the received e-mail in the reply e-mail, as in the claimed invention. Similar to the example asserted by th 
examiner in the Final Office Action, Figure 4 and col. 6, lines 6-15, also clearly contradicts the applicant(s) assertion of what Tso does no 
use in the reply mail. 
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
